BOSTON, PAST AND PRELENT. 

The recent conflagration in Boston brings that 
city, for the time being, more prominently be- 
fore the public than any other, and creates a 
renewed interest ip its history, It was origi- 
nally called Shawrautt by the Indians, but the 
colonists of 1630, who landed at Salem, moving 
southward, bought the peninsula of its sole in- 
babitant, Mr. William Blackstone, and, on the 
17th of September, of that year, the Court, held 
at Charlestown, ordered that it be called Boston, 
in honor of Boston in Old England, from 
which many of the colonists had emigrated. It 
was first called Trimountain, from iis three hills, 
afterward called Copp’s, Fort, and Beacon. The 
place was at once selected as the metropolis of 
the Massachusetts Colony. It settled rapidly, 
and, in ten years, no less than 20,000 persons 
came from England. In 1674, there were about 
1,500 families in the town. It was from the firet 
a commercial town. Less than a year had 
elapsed since its settlement, when the first ves- 
sel built in the colony was launched. In 
1719, there were 24,000 tons of ship- 
ping cleared annually. In 1741, there
